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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claims 5 and 1 1 , the prior art does not teach wherein the shelf 
has a right groove/notch and a left groove/notch and wherein the front portion of the 
right support member has a first tab/edge protrusion frictionally received in the right 
groove/notch when the shelf and stand are in the set-up position/configuration and 
wherein the front portion of the right support member further has a second tab/surface 
protrusion frictionally received in the right groove/notch when the shelf and stand are in 
the collapsed position/configuration in combination with the foldable book stand having 
a panel having a front surface a rear surface and right and left outer edges, a shelf 
connected to the panel and pivotal to a flat position parallel to the panel when the stand 
is a collapsed configuration and positioned at an angle to the front surface of the panel 
in when the shelf is in a set-up position, right and left support members connected to a 
rear surface of the panel near the outer edges respectively, the support members being 
pivotal so that they can fold flat against the panel when the stand is in a collapsed 
configuration and pivot away from each other when the stand is in a set-up 
configuration, to extend rearward from the panel and diverge from each other and 
wherein front portions of the right and left support members extend underneath the shelf 
to hold the shelf in a set-up position. 

With regards to claim 23, the prior art does not teach wherein the shelf has a 
right hole and a left hole and the right and left support members have a hole and 
wherein the stand is in the collapsed configuration the right and left holes of the shelf 
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are aligned with the hole in the respective support member for receiving the rings of a 
binder in combination with the panel, the shelf and the right and left support members 
as described above.
